OUNT DEWITTE'S 


STUPENDOUS TASK M 


R. ROOSEVELT IS 


REALLY A DEMOCRAT 


' I ' HE greatest figure in the world today is Ser- 


*• 
gins DeWitte. The question of whether 


ht> will be able by force of character and states- 
manship to steer the Russian ship of state clear 
of the shoals that seem now to hem it in upon 
every side, is the one that is engaging the atten- 
tion of all Christendom. It is perhaps the most 
stupendous task ever entrusted to1 a statesman in 
this or any other age, and should Count DeWitte 
succeed in solving the problem he will be entitled 
to take rank with the greatest nation binders of 
history. 


Russia's condition at present is one of aij- 


archy. Under the guise of political organizations 
mobs of men in all of the leading cities are setting 
defiance to all restraint and murder and robbery 
go on almost unchecked.

support a force of police that can quell the in- 
subordination now rampant in the empire. The 
conditions are such that they will yield to nothing 
but force. The education of the masses to a re- 
publican form of government can only come after 
order has been restored.
